A “Too-Late” Stamp 

The only “too-late stamp ever {s- 
sued appeared in Victoria in 1885. 
It bears the head of Queen Victoria, 
ne do most-of the stamps of the col- 
ony. The body of the stamp is in 
deep Hlac crossed by two bands of 
green. The upper band bearg the 
words, “Too late.” while the lower 
has the value or fee “Sixpence.” The 
“Too Late” stamp represented a tax 
or ‘fee in addition to regular postage 
upon such letters as were received 
too late for the regular mail. In all 
large maritime cities much mail is 
sent out on outgoing vessels. In 
early stamp periods a fast sailing pac- 
ket, or, in fact, any sailing vessel, 
was often charged with the carrying 
of the mails. ‘The heavy regular 
mail to go by vessels or steamer on 
any specified day was sorted and dis- 
patched in wagons from the post of- 
fice some hours before the scheduled 
time of sailing. A Nght supplemen- 
tary mail was afterwaris sent by 
special messenger. The mall con- 
sisted of such letters as arrived after 
the regular mail had closed, inut were 
of sufficient importance to warrant the 
sender in the payment of a “too late" 
fee, which in Victoria was fixed at 
sixpence. This supplementary mail 
was kept open until within a short 
time of the sailing hour, the time de- 
pending upon the distance between 
the post office and the dock of the 
vessel,

In answer to your jnquiry as to 
what to do on the farm right now, 1 
will say now is the time to get busy 
and work, get our seed into the soil

HISTORIC TOWN VANISHING 


First Capital Belng Pulled Down by 
Missisippl 

Within a few months more the last 
traces of old “Kaskasia,” first capital 
of the State of Illinois and one of the 
first settlements of the white man in 
the Mississippi valley, will have dis- 
appeared. The yellow Mississippi is 
steadily pulling down the remaining 
Jand that was once a part of the 
townsite. All that now remaine is 
an old building that was once used 
as a “smokehouse” by some of the cit- 
izens, Houses, powder magazines, 
stockades and fortifications have all 
slid into the river. 

Kaskasia is still on the maps of Il- 
linols, but the original town is at the 
bottom of the river. The best efforts 
failed to check the river’s steady ad- 
vances, A few years ago the Kas- 
kasia river, usually known as the v«- 
aw river, began to cut into its west- 
ern bank a mile or so above the point 
where it flows into the Mississippi. At 
high water the flood from the big 
river began leaping across the narrow 
neck of land that divided the two 
currents, Finally the big river cut 
entirely across the spit of sand and 
rock that had separated the two and 
old Kaskasia became an island, 

One hundred and fifty years ago the 
site where the smokehouse still Itn- 
gers was the seat of the largest city 
west of the Allegheny mountains. In 
a few months more the last of the old 
town will have slipped into the river 
and the island that was cut off from 
the mainland will itself disappear.

Bank Balances That Go A-Begging 
Amount to Large Sums. 


Twenty millions of unclaimed money 
in the coffers of British banks—dere- 
lict gold which nobody owns, and 
which the banks are naturally ; leas. 
ed to take cafe of! Gold more than 
sufficient to pave every square foot 
of Cheapside with sovereigns, 

The sum total may be exaggerated. 
But make a liberal deduction, and 
you still have many millions to which 
no rightful owners 
There is no bank in the whole length 
of Great Britain (or elsewhere) which 
has not its lists of these bank bal- 
ances that may be said to go a-beg- 
ging. Some are for trivial sums, 
scarcely worth the trouble of pocket- 
ing; some are for amounts running 
into thousands. ! 

Some years ago, when Mr. Goschen’s 
Conversion Scheme was in the air, it 
was found that the Bank of England 
alone had nearly 11,000 of these dor- 
mant accounts. Forty of them had 
over £10,000 apiece to their credit; 
one balance was written in six figures 
—£181,598. The total at the bottom 
of the long list was £7,849,775. This 
amount was very largely made up of 
unclaimed dividends on Government 
stock. ‘ 

Scottish banks have, it is said, £9,- 
000,060 of this overlooked gold—Eng- 
lish banks at least double this sum. 
How does it come there? And what 
becomes of it? 

It seems inconceivable that so much 
money, for all of which there must 
have been owners at some time or 
other, should be thus lost to sight. A 
Fcore or more of simple causes account 


may, for private or business reasons, 
have accounts with more banks than 
one. He dies; hia executors know no- 
thing of any but his usual bank; the 
balances at the others remain un- 
claimed. 

He may die abroad, or disappear, 
leaving no clue to his banking affairs; 
he may even forget that such and such 
an account is not closed. In these 
and many ‘similar ways—mostly the 
result of carelessness—money is left 
in the hands of bankers to swell the 
dormant funds. 

For seven years the bankers keep 
the accounts open, prepared to pay 
over the balance to any who can prove 
a title to it, This term expired, they 
regard the forgotten gold as their own. 
A million sterling cf such ownerless 
money went to build London’s splen- 
The City, it is said, 
has more than one magnificent bank 
building reared from the same handy 
material. The Bank of England, one 
learns, provides 
widows out of such a fund. 

But, whatever become of it, these 
millions of ‘‘mystery gold’’ are always 
growing, fed by man’s carelessness or 
forgetfulness, their secrets hidden 
away. in thousands of musty bank led- 
gers.

‘The Gatineau Valley dis- 
trict is one of the best horse produc- 
ing districts In Canada, but though the 
department pays $1.00 per day for 
every horse sent to camp, and though 
officers are in some cases increasing 
this ovt of their own pockets, to $2.00 
per day, only about one-third of the 
necessary supply has so far been se- 
cured. Farmers are selling their 
horses at $200 a piece for shipment 
to western Canada and buyers report 
that the demand far exceeds the sup- 
ply, Similar conditions are reported 
from other parts of Canada, The de- 
partment pays 90 cents per day to re 
cruits who go to camp—the horse 
draws 10 cents more per day, but the 
extra pay for horses does not even 
bring out enough “scrubs” to provide 
mounts, draw artillery waggons and

Lt is 
one of moderate fertility, which requires the expenditure 
of serious and persistent labor, but they are not overtaxed 
and there is no destitution where families enjoy a secure 
existance in moderate prsperi y and wealth is &0 
distributed *that the middle ciass is numerous and  well-to 
do, One class shades off gradually into another; there is 
no danger of the lower classes being enslaved or of the 
higher clivses becoming a privileged caste. here is great 
diversity of occupations, but the people form a coherent 
whole, animated by a common spirit, Sometimes there is 
temptation to move to a land where summer lasts all the 
time and where natural fertility does all the work; bat 
history shows that easy living. does not make ihe best of 
life. 

It is here that Alberta shows up the splendid ad- 
vantage, Her soil is as fertile as the richest of the tropical 
plains but there ia nothing of the seductive langour in her 
breeges, Our climate offsets anything that-eaps vitality or

They Ask For Small Fruit Bushee" 

A few duys ago a prominent purseryman, who grows 
and sells all kinds of nursery stock in the prairie provinces, 
vas asked what line has had the greatest demand this sea- 
con His reply was: “Small fruite, with a free ‘call also 
for apples and cherries.” 

It is encouraging to note that in iprairie Canada 
attehtion is being turned to fruit growitty, For years we 
have urged the growing of enough froit on every farm to 
Ineet home requirements at least. ‘It“seems that at last 
many ure awake to the fact that ‘this was sound advice. 

The Canadian West is‘not known as a country of 
mild climate, euitable for the growing of luscious grapes, 
peaches, plume, ete, such as orchardists of some parts of 
Canada can boast, Nevertheless, there are several kinds 
cf fruits that can be produced in abundance and to per- 
fection. Gouseberries, black, red und white currants, rasp- 
berries and strawberries are fuund on many farms, Stan- 
dard apples are searce, but crabapples and seedlings are 
known to be capable of withstanding the tigors of our win- 
ters if given a reasonable chance. 

But the man who svts out fruit bushes or trees must 
not forget that if ie wants satisfactory returns he must be 
prepared to cultivate and care for his plantation, Lhe 
reliable nurseryman ia ready with sound advice ae to the 
proper soil and location for a fruit plantation as well us 
directions for the cultivation of the fruit garden and 
gare required throughout the year in order to guard mgpinat 
frost damage. 

Get the fruit, select a proper place, plant right, give 
judicious attention, In a season or two you will wonder 
why you bave not hada supply of fruits each year since 
you iret made your home in Western Canada. — Advocate,

Success in dry-farming is not for 
the shiftless or the indolent. Al 
farming requires brain to niake it 
profitable. It involves hard work 
and plenty of it. Dry- farming is 
lerfgely ‘A matter of conserving thi 
moisture from year to year, But 
this does not present insuperable 
diMculties. By proper management 
a tilléd field can be made a reservoir 
through the accumulation of mois: 
ture beneath the surfaco, 

The moisture which falls aa rain 
or show must te made to penetrat 
its surface, and when onte impri 
soned its escape by evaportion must 
he prevented. ‘Tillage is thé means 
by Which both these objects may be 
attuincd—breaking up the sofl in 
the first place by deep plowing . in 
order that the water may sink ‘inte 
it, and stirrifg-the surface su that a 
mulch of loose powdered earth may 
keep the channels of evaporation | | 
closed ;

The Horse and It’s Cost 


Carefully conducted investigations 
hy the agricultural department of 
the University of Minnesota, as well 
us Uhose conducted by the office of 
farm management of the United 
States Department of Agriculture, 
shoW that under ordinary conditions 
on American furms work horses are 
utilized only about three and a half 
hours a day on the average. Horse 
power is thus utilized to Tess than 
half its capacity, Per unit of work 
done this power costs more than 
twice what it should cost, The full 
utilization of the power actually 
available would thus vedncumteri- 
ually ‘the ‘cost of produding “crops.

ABOUT PAPER MONEY 
Machine That Grinds Paper Ory and 
Then Stores it In Bags 

As the greatest difficulty which 
most people meet with in regard to 
bank notes is that of being able to 
keep them, it will probably come as 
@ surprise to many to learn there are 
yet others for whom the difficulty en- 
tailed in destroying such paper are 
well illustratad in a very interesting 
article upon paper destruction by the 
German Imperial printers. ; 

The methods previously avallable 
were three—burning, boiling and pulp- 
jing. In the first process it has been 
found that even where a special fur- 
|nace has been used it has not infre- 
quently happened that while the oul- 
er parts of packets were destroyed 
some of the contents were not even 
singed, In the case of stamps or 
gummed paper the matter was still 
worse, for the packets baked loge 
into solid a a state interiors of 
which were quite Intac’ 

In the second process the papel for 
destruction is placed in iron boilers, 
lye is added and the contents then 
isubjected to the prolonged action 
isteam. As a destructive process for 
|small quantities this Is quite +fectual, 
as is that of pulping, a process ii 
which the paper is cul up by revaly- 
ing knives in water, 

In both these cases there {s, how- 
ever, another difficulty—that of dis 
posing of the product. It . cannot 
easily be sold, it will not py to trans- 
port and on hand the sodden, stodgy, 
mass quickly goes bad. 

The German Imperial printers 
therefore decided to try a new way— 
grinding it up dry. To this end they 
installed a forty horse-power mil 
which, by a process of curling, crush- 
\ing and tearing reduces the paper tu 
an almost powderlike form, in whic« 
jit passes through a sieve intu a col: 
lecting chamber beneath the mil!’ 
readv f>» packing. { 

This, however, was accompanied by 

a very objectionable feature, especial 
ly when dealing with gummed pape 
in the grinding. Such a dust was 
created that though the workmen eii- 
gaged, wore protectors, it yet per- 
sistently filled and blocked their eye: 
fend ~*etrils, 
As the work of packing was on this 
jaccount not only unhealthy, unwilling- 
jly performed and also uneconomical 
efforts were made to find some me- 
chanical means of doing it. Difficul- 
ty after difficulty arose. 

Among such may bo mentioned thi‘ 
t. spiral feeder having been deviset 
it was found that the paper woul1 
\form into balls solid as bjocks of 
jwood, which defied the efforts to move 
jthem by the twenty horse-power mv- 
tor.

FORESTS AND WATER 


Benefits of Manitoba Forest Reserves 
To Surrounding Country 


The water supply of a district is 
always considerably influenced by the 
forests at or near the head-waters 
of its streams.. This is one of the 
reasons why large districts have been 
set aside by the Government of the 
Dominion of Canada and many other 
governments, to be kept permanent 
ly as forests. 

The soil within the forest, largely 
composed as it is of decaying and 
decayed leaves, twigs, and other veg- 
etable matter, acts much like a 
ponge in soaking up the moisture 
that falls. On the other-hand, the 
absence of high winds within the for- 
est does much to prevent or lesser 
evaporation, 

The Riding Mountain and = Turtl+ 
mountain, forest reserves in Manitoba 
are good examples of this fact. I) 
the Riding Mountain reserve ure th 
head-waters of the Minnedosa (Lit- 
tle Saskatchewan or Rapid) river, one 
of the important tributaries of the 
Assiniboine from which, by the way, 
the town of Minnedosa is now deriv- 
ing power. On the other side of the 
Teserve issue many rivers, among 
and Oche rivers and Edwards creek. 
The last named {8 a source of water- 
supply for the town of Dauphin. 

In the Turtle Mountain forest re 
serve are to be found the sources of 
the Pembina and Whitemud rivers, ag 
well as of many smaller streams, 
some of which lose themselves in the 
prairie, 

Cutting away the forest from the 
head-waters of the streams would 
mean that in spring the melted snows 
would rush down these water-courses 
in a torrent and be wasted, not t> 
speak of doing considerable damag* 
in its course, while in summer the 
stream beds would -be almost dried 
up. 
Thus not only would the streame be 
deprived of any possible value in pro- 
ducing power, but their value to the 
solls of the farming dstricts in keep- 
ing up a steady supply of moisture 
would be much lessened, ‘if not alto- 
gether destroyed.
